HUNDREDS OF

Fifteen Hundred People Believed to 


Have Met Death in Disaster— One

3 1 —The lit Hr town of Karatagh, in 
hie Hussar district of Bokhara, has 
been overwhelmed by a landslide that 
followed the earthquake of Oct. 21. 
According to the* latest reports of the 
disaster a majority of the inhabitants 
lost their lives. 
Tin* first reports of tim casualties 
were exaggerated, tile death list be­ 
ing placed as high as 15,000. 
Karatagh had about 2,500 residents 
and there is reason to believe that 
about I,afro were buried alive. 
Among 
those who survived are tile governor 
of Karatagh and Ids motlier. 
The t6wn is remotely situated and 
It takes a full week for news to come 
from there, hut according 
to 
one 
courier, an enormous section of the 
K aratagh mountain, which practically 
hung over the town, broke loose and 
thundered down upon the village. 
Efforts are tieing m a d e to com m u­ 
nicate with the survivors and send 
In such relief as may he required. 
Karatagh is noted for its manufac­ 
tures of sabers, cutlery and fine silks, 
and is used as a summer resort by 
the people 
of 
Hussar, a somewhat 
larger town and capital of the district 
of Hussar. 
Karatagh is located in a m o untain­ 
ous country at an elevation of 2.5O0 
feet near the river Surklian, a tribu­ 
tary of the Arnudarya.

MANY KILLED IN CONFLICT 


Crew of a Torpedo 
Boat Destroyer 


Rebelled and Gave Fight to Their 


C omrades— Mutinous Vessel Is Run 


Ashore to Save Her From Sinking. 


Vladivostok, Get. 31.— A naval bat­ 
tle took place in this h arbor between 
the mutinous crew of a Russian tor­ 
pedo boat destroyer and their loyal 
comrades. 
T he mutineers were sub­ 


d u e d , but not before a n u m b e r had 
been killed or wounded. Tire mutinous 


I boat is the Skorv, and sire gave flglB 
to tile gunboat 
Mandschur, the de­ 
destroyers Garsovoz, Smely and Ser- 
ditz and th e garrison of one of the 
forts, m anned by tho 
Twelfth regi­ 
ment of artillery. 
T he Skory 
was 
beached to save lier from 
sinking 
after her guns had done considerable 
d am age and several of her officers and 
men of tin* other ships had been killed 
or wounded. 
T he crew of the Skory w ere incited 
by agitators, including some Jew s who 
had managed to get on board and take 
charge of the destroyer. 
She steamed 
out into th e harbor with tire red flag 
flying and at once opened fire on the 
town and forts. 
A gunboat and three 
destroyers w ent out to engage her. 
With the aid of the forts they soon 
had the Skory riddled and helpless. 
She was then beached. 
Those m em ­ 
bers of the crew’ who had not been 
killed or injured were arrested by sol­ 
diers. 
Among the men killed are Cap­ 
tain Kurosch, com m ander of the tor­ 
pedo boat Envy, and L ieutenant Steer, 
com m ander of the Skory. 
Lieutenant 
Vassllief, 
comm anding 
tile 
Serditz, 
was 
wounded. 
Several 
persons 
in 
Vladivostok were killed by shells from 
th#* Skory. 
The town has been de­ 
clared in a state of siege. 


STANDARD STEEL RAIL 


Effort* o f Interested Parties to Find 
One Bear Fruit. 
New York, Get. 31.—The efforts of 
steel m anufacturers and railroads to 
find a sta n d a rd steel rail 
that will 
bear the weight and strain imposed by 
modern locomotives are bearing fruit. 
The 
American 
Railway 
association 
bas been trying to determine w hether 
a more satisfactory rail could lie made 
and in this the steel m anufacturers 
have co operated. 
The com m ittee that 
has had Hie m atter in hand reported 
progress at the semi-annual conven­ 
tion of the association here. Tile com ­ 
m ittee agreed on the advisability of 
an im provement in rail sections which 
would afford 
a definite distribution 
of metal between the head and lia.se 
of the rail and develop a homogenous 
condition by cooling simultaneously. 
Tills was approved by the association, 
as also was the technical suggestions 
regarding the rolling of rails. 
T he association instructed the com ­ 
mittee to continue its inquiry on dis 
puted features of railmaking. 
G. L. 
Peek of the 
Pennsylvania 
railway, 
chairm an of 
the 
committee, stated 
that it had conferred with the Amer­ 
ican Society of Civil Engineers and 
had inspected the principal railm ak­ 
ing plants of the country. 
While sat­ 
isfied that a rail answering all pur­ 
poses would be found, ho said that on 
the question of discard from the in­ 
got the committee had discovered a 
wide difference of opinion. 
T he com­ 
mittee was unable to reach an agree­ 
ment on the chemical composition of 
tho steel rails, opinions varying widely 
on the am o u n ts of phosphorous that 
should 
be 
used. 
Nevertheless, the 
chairm an added, tile railmakors ami 
the com m ittee were fast reaching a 
common ground and all differences of 
opinion w ere met in a fair spirit, cal­ 
culated to bring about an ultim ate 
agreement.

At tile time of tile mutiny 
tile torpedo boat destroyer squadron 
had just returned to Vladivostok from 
a long cruise.

are surprised at the sudden develop­ 
m ents at Vladivostok. 
T hey knew their propaganda was 
being pushed on tile Pacific, but they 
say tHat any attem pt at a general rls 
lng is p rem atu re and does not enter 
Into their present plans.
